There were no marke of injury 
oc any marks of violence, but there was a 
distinct odour of coal gas in the single room 
which formed tho oltfico, Witness at Coroner's 
request mnde a post-mortem examination in tho 
a'ternoon with Dr,-Moore-Graham. At this 
more. particular examination of the body ne 
evidence of violence could be found, but the 
blood and tissues were everywhere in a condi- 
tion usual in death frm suffocation by coal gas.

CREDITOR NATIONS. 


An interesting article. in the Banker's 
Mogazine (American) points out that Great 
Britain is the great creditor nation. “It soums 
to bo generally congeted that sho has something 


is tho noxt in rank to Great. Britain, and the 
amount of French capital invested outside of 
her own territory has been estimated by exports 
employed by the French Government at between 
five and six billious ‘of dollars.- In a lesser 
degree Holland and Belgium are creditor 
nations, The United States is still a debtor 
nation, in that foreiyn capital invested there 
exvoods American capital invested outside of its 
own territory. But whother a nation ia a 
ereditoy or debtor it is not in the sumo sense aa 
an individunlis debtor or. creditor. Onenation asa 
nation does not owe another in the same capacity. 
Nor does the fact of a nation being a creditor 
nation instead of o debtor nation necessarily 
add anything to its strongth or resources in {a 
purely national sense. © Franco, o creditor 
nation, does not compare with the United States 
in the ability to raisé revenue for natioval 
purposes, and the United States is as yet o 
debtor. The national debt of France is vasily 
greator in proportion to resources of ‘the 
country than that of the United Staths. The 
Governmont of the United States can borrow 
money on better terms than that of France. 
The fact of a nation having large sums of 
money invested in enterprises outside of ita own 
borders does not indicate that it is a richor 
nation than ono that has nothing outside of its 
own boundaries.. America, for instance, har 
immense ‘territories aud great natural resources 
to develop, ‘Phere is room within its boundaries 
for the use of all its own capital und 
for much more belonging to othor nutions.

THE TAXATION OF RIOR. 


A protest pgainst the import duty on rico 
lias been presented by Japaneass r.sidenty in 
Korea, It is signed by Mr. Nakanishi, Chair- 
mun of the Gonsun Faamers’ (Japanese) 
Alliance, ond is a remarkable document, showing 
incidentally that there are very. capablo mon 
among the Japaneso sottlers in the poninsola, * 

Mr. Nakanishi recalls that Japan no longer 
supplies sufficient, rice for the needs of her 
population, that the yearly import is from 
20 t0°50 million yeu in value, the average 
for the last five years exceeding 30 millions. 
The larger part of this import comes from 
Corea, which seuds yearly to Japan at least 
one million keku. Koren is essentially an 
agricultural country, and cereals ara her 
chief production. The trade between Korea 
and Japan, which already exceeds 25 million yen 
a year, ond is’ ro idly increasing, consists 
entirely in the exchange of Korean coreuls for 
Japauese ‘manufactures, The progress. of 
Japanese undertakings in Korea is most evident 
in agriculture.’ For instance, of late years no 
Jess than 4,000 eto (1 chu=38,000 tsubo=24 
acres) were bought by Japanese settlers in the 
district of Guusan alone at a cost of 400,00) 
yen. . These lands extend over 18 gunand the 
local farmers’ al‘ianee numbers over sixty mom- 
bers. Every mouth there ara newcomers, and 
the enterprise promises to make very rapid 


extension in « short space of time, The!’ 


same thing is taking place all along the 
Scoul-Fusan line, -cspécialy in the uneigh- 
bourhood of M.kpo and Fusan. Tho exion-
